Some interesting surprises were in store 
for the crowd which made its way out to 
Washington Park yesterday afternvdon to 
watch the contests among the thorough- 
breds.

Chicago the vessel that flew Rear Admiral 
Erben’s flag and was commanded by Cap- 
tain Mahan, now a member of the Board of 
Strategy in Washington, for it is practically 
a new ship, the only remaining original part 
of it being the iron hull. 

When the Chicago went out of commission 
it was bark rigged, with three sail masts, 
but when it slips out of the dry dock it will 
have only two masts, neither of which will 
carry sails. They will be military masts, 
like those on the others of Uncle Sam’s 
fighting ships, and will give to the rejuvenat- 
ed cruiser a more warlike appearance. 

The Chicago was finished in 1883, but many 
changes were found to be necessary in its 
machinery, and armament, and it was April, 
1880, before it went into commission. It was 
assigned to European waters from 1893 to 
1805, when it was shown that its speed was 
entirely too slow for its mission. 

The two new triple expansion engines 
whtich have been installed in the new Chi- 
cago will have an indicatéd horse-power of 
9,000, instead of the 5,000 of the old engines, 
and will augment greatly its speed. Through 
the genius of modern construction the new 
engines weigh 300 tons less than the old 
ones.

CHICAGO PARTY OF GOLD-SEEKERS

- Charles Lawrence Tells of the Expert- 


_emee of the Argo Company, Com- 
' posed Largely of Former Employes 
of the Western Union—Complains 
of Exorbitant Charges Made for 
Harbor Privileges—Reports of the 
Winter's Output Exaggerated. 


News was received yesterday from a party 
of Chicago people who left last fall for the 
Klondike country. The communication was 


/ to F. W. Brainerd, of the Western Union 


Telegraph company, and was sent from St. 
Michael's Island on June 21 by Charles Law- 
rence, who is directing the fortunes of the 
Argo company, composed largely of men 
connected with the Western Union. The 
Argo party, with another of which W. E. 
Clow, the plumber, is the leading spirit, 
made the trip from San Francisco on the 
Sailing vessel Dora Bluhme, on which was 
also loaded the material from which each 
party is to construct a boat at St. Michael’s 
to go up the Yukon. 

The Dora Bluhme left San Francisco on 
May 13 and reached St. Michael’s on June 
18. The letter to Mr. Brainerd was largely 
a copy of the diary kept aboard the Dora 
Bluhme by Mr. Lawrence. It closes with 
quotations on provisions at St. Michael’s,

MAYOR TELLS JOHN 
HILL JR. HOW TO 
BOOKMAKING. 


Says Concerning Gam- 
bling at the Washington Park | 


Club Should Be Laid Before the 
Grand Jury. 


. A slight interchange of hostilities took 
place at long range yesterday between John 
Hill Jr. and Mayor Harrison over the ques- 
tion of bookmaking at the Washington Park 
club tracks. Mr. Hill sent the Mayor @ let- 
ter saying in effect: ‘‘ Gambling is going 
on.”’ The Mayor, ih an interview, retomed: 
** Go tell the grand jury.” 

Mr. Hill sent his letter to the Mayor in the 
afternoon, but it was not received in, time 
to be answered before the Mayor left for 
Springfield in the evening. The letter was 
as follows: 

The Hon Carter Harrison, Mayor of Chicago— 


Dear Sir: I beg to inferm you.that gamblin contin- 


ues at Washington Park club. No attempt has been 
made to stop it. Some changes, such as the re- 
moval of the booths, were made, but the bookmak- 
ing goes on, ‘and each book (there are between 
twenty-one and twenty-five of them) is paying 
$100 a day for the privilege. Some one controls 
the gambling privileges at Washington Park club. 

An investigation will disclose that ‘they are the 
gamblers whom the Civic federation and police 
have driven from the business district. 

It is unnecessary for me to give you details. 
Any intelligent officer on your police force can 
procure information sufficient to convince you 
that the law is being openly and notoriously vio- 
lated. I sincerely hope that you will take the 
proper steps to enforce the ordinance. 

Respectfully yours, JOHN HILL JR. 

“Why doesn’t Mr. John Hill Jr. take his 
evidence before the grand jury?” was 
Mayor Harrison's comment on the matter 
just as he started for Springfield. ‘‘ I have 
received his letter, but Il had already done 
all that I could. If he knows so much about 
it, he is in a much better position to pro- 
ceed than Iam. I have detailed two men 
from the Police department out there, and 
will probably receive their report when I 
come back from Springfield. if they suc- 
ceed in collecting sufficient evidence I will 
see what I can do. 

“The members of the Washington Park 
club insist they are not receiving a cent for 
betting privileges, and if they can prove it 


they could go into court tomorrow and re- | 
strain me from closing the track or taking | 
away their permit. Mr. Hill is the one who | 
seems to know how the betting is done, and 


he should stop it.’’ 


Concerning the situation at the racetracks | 


Mr. Hill said: 
‘*Up to and including Saturday, July 9, 


bookmaking was still the principal feature | 


of the Washington Park races. The booths 
had been removed, but stools occupied by 
men with cash boxes or satchels took their 
places: John Condon, associated with Paddy 
Ryan, Jerry Driscoll, and Jim O’Leary of 
the Stock-Yards, is in control of the book- 
making, and it is persistently stated that 
they pay the Washington Park club $60.000, 


or $2,400 a day, for the gambling privileges | 


during the meeting of twenty-five days. 

‘‘ The police force of Chicago has made no 
effort to suppress gambling for eighteen 
months except when urged to do so by the 
Civie federation. Until. the grand jury, 
through our efforts, discovered the existing 
conditions and in its report severely 
criticised the police our complaints were 
treated with contempt by the present Chief. 
It is only by giving them publicity that we 
secure temporary activity in police circles 
now.

THE SITUATION AT SANTIAGO. 

The artillery duel between the American 
and Spanish armies at Santiago on 
Sunday amounted to little. The bom- 
bardment by the fleet did not amount 
to anything. All the shots fired fell 
short of their intended destination. 
What the fleet was able to accomplish yes- 
terday is not known at this writing. Equal 
ignorance prevails concerning the opera- 
tions of the army. The belief is that the 
persuasive power of General Shafter’s ar- 
tillery was brought into play from dawn to 
dark to induce thé Spaniards to reconsider 
their determination not to surrender or to 
clear the way for a successful assault on 
their lines. The ficet is’ presumed to have 
been engaged in ‘reducing the forts at the 
harbor mouth, so that some of the vessels 
may enter the harbor and fire directly into 

The most satisfactory bit of news re- 
ceived from General Shafter is that with 
the aid of the reinforcements sent him he 
has been able to extend his line of invest- 
ment to the northwest so as to make it 
more difficult for the Spaniards to escape. 
The main object of the campaign is not so 
much the capture of Santiago as of the 
army which is there. The loss of a soldier 
is to the Spaniards an irreparable loss, 
for they can get no more men into’ Cuba. 
While General Shafter seems to be 
confident that the Spaniards cannot get 
away, there is yet a road for them to es- 
cape, though a rather difficult one, by re- 
treating due west. To that may be ascribed 
the resolution which it is understood Gen- 
eral Shafter has come to, to make a genera! 
assgult all along the line today, if the enemy 
does not surrender, and to break into San- 
tingo. General Miles arrived at the scene 
of action yesterday, but it is not likely that 
he will change General Shafter’s program. 
He appreciates the importance of not al- 
lowing the Spaniards to slip away—if the 
bulk of them have not already done so. , » 

Were it not for the fear that the Span- 
iards might escape it would be an unneces- 
sary expenditure of life to storm the enemy’s 
works. or if completely surrounded he 
would haye to surrender sooner or later. 


While there is said to be a fair supply of ° 


food in Santiago the stock of ammunition 
must run out soon, and then the defenders 
will be at the mercy of the Americans.

paper dilates on the advantages Spain will 
reap by negotiating for peace before Manila 
and Puerto Ricg are captured, because if 
the Americans occupy them the terms of 
peace will be harder.

Puerto Rico has been wrested from Spain. 
it will not pass into the possession of the. 


United States. Therefore the powers that 
be at Washington should not concentrate 
their attention too exclusively on Santiago 
and Cuba. San Juan and the rich Island 
of Puerto Rico must not be overlooked. 
The volunteers who have been drilling for 
weeks in Florida and at Chickamauga are 
in fit condition now to be sent tu deal with 
the handful of Spanish soldiers in Puerto 
Rico. 

A Madrid dispatch states that Sagasta 
has resigned. If correct, then another min- 
istry will take the place of the present one. 
The new ministry, not having begun the 
war, will have less hesitation about ask- 
ing for peace, for which there is a growing 
demand in Spain. There is still a strong 
war party, but the hopelessness of the 
struggle is becoming apparent to all intelli- 
gent Spaniards. It may be assumed that 
peace will be sued for soon. Before that 
happens Puerto Rico should be occupied. 
Whatever territory the United States holds 
when hostilities cease it will keep. What- 
ever it has not got by that time it may not 
be able to get. Hence the necessity for 


sending an army to Puerto Rico at once.

Spaniards who have been 
taken prisoners and _ to 
others who were defenseless and under the 
protection of the white flag. It is hard to 
believe that they would fire.upon help! 
sailors of Cervera’s fleet struggling ! 
water or after they had landed upon the 
beach west of Santiago, but the story has 
come from various sources It is also 
affirmed that during the first two days’ fight 
around Santiago the insurgents captured 
some Spaniards in a blockhouse and disposed 
of them by cutting their heads off. If these 
reports are true there are some Cubans who 
deserve to be hanged for their savagery. If 
true, it proves that these insurgents are not 
fit for self-government or to be trusted with 
the future government of Cuba, and that it 
will have to be administered by a Presi- 
dential commission with troops to support 
it. If this is the style of the insurgents they 
are far removed from the ability to maintain 
a free and stable government. Of course. 
‘they have suffered much from the Spaniards 
and have had provocation for misconduct 
and retaliation, but such cruelty as this will 
not do. The Cubans are acting under our 


orders and we are responsible for wh&t they~ 


do. Such excesses should be promptly pun- 
ished and they should be notified that here- 
after they are under the discipline of the 
American army. 


ACCURACY AND RAPIDITY. 

In his account of the sea fight at San- 
tiago Captain Evans of the Iowa speaks 
of the rapidity of the American fire. It 
was so rapid that the officers of the Viz- 
caya told him they coula not hold their 
crews at the og on account of it. This 
agrees with the recent statement of Cap- 
tain Sigsbee that “our men are trained, 
in 
rapidity, too,” and that this “ deadly com- 
bination ” is something the Spaniards can- 


not stand. Captain Sigsbee lays down the 


general principle that— | 

Accuracy and rapidity combined are the vital, 
the conquering elements in modern tronclad war- 
fare, and a nation that Is not thoroughly up to date 
in them both had 
business. — 

American naval officers were aware of 
the value of “ accuracy and rapidity ” long 
before ironclad vessels were constructed. 
The most notable feature of the naval en- 
gagements of the war of 1812 was the ex- 
cellence of the American gunnery. The 
seamen had been trained to take good aim 
and to fire rapidly, and they reaped the 
fruits of their training when the Constitu- 
tion overcame the Guerriere, when the 
United States captured the Macedonian, 
and on other occasions. Good, gunnery is 
a tradition in the American navy, and the 
men who shot quick and straight at Santi- 
ago are doing 1 more than Decatur’s, 
Hull’s, and Bainbridge’s crews did. 

The American seamen in 1812 had to 
fight with Englishmen, who were no con- 


temptible antagonists. The English navy. 


had had the undisputed mastery of the seas 
for so many years that the seamen had not 
been trained in the use of guns as thor- 


oughly as would have been the case’ if: 


French and Spanish navies had not been 
swept out of existence. The American gun 
crews had been thoroughly drilled, how- 
ever, and hence they were enabled to win 
a series of surprising victories. — 

The Spanish gunnery on sea and shore 
during the present war has been execrable. 
That is due largely to the fact that the 
men have not had sufficient practice. Their 
officers have been too lazy to drill them or 
have not believed that it was wise to pre- 
pare in peace for war. The American naval 
officers, however, as Captain Sigsbee states, 
for years have not let up in drill and prac 
tice work. Itis certain, however, that with 
equal practice and training Spanish gun- 
ners will not fire as rapidly or accurately 
as the Americans. Itis notin them to doit. 


GOMEZ IS DISGUSTED. 

A Havana dispatch to a Madrid paper 
states that General Gomez is “ disgusted 
with the behavior of the Americans in 
Cuba.” He “is persuaded they will not 
let go the island now they have got a 
footing in it” and that “ Cuba will simply 
pass from Spanish to American officials, 


who will be no better than the former.” 


Spanish reports as to the opinions or state- 
ments of General Gomez are not to be 
trusted implicitly, but it may be that in 
this instance he has not been misrepre- 
sented; that he has come to the conclusion 
that he and the other insurgents are not 
going to be allowed to rule Ouba to suit 
themselves, but that the United States 
will attend to the governing of the island, 
and that he is displeased with the prospect. 

Something must have dissatistied Gomez, 
for he seems to have done nothing since 
the American forces landed at Santiago 
and began fighting. Being at a distance 
from that point, it was not expected that 
he would report for duty there, like General 
Garcia. It was expected, however, that 
he would begin demonstrating actively 
against the enemy in the central and west- 
ern parts of the island, carrying on his 
guerrilla warfare with more activity than 
before. He does not seem to have done 
so, however. He has issued some proclama- 
tions and that seems to be all. The 
Americans have been fighting vigorously 
since they landed. That may be a kind of 
behavior which disgusts him and which 
he does not propose to imitate. 

His apparent inactivity is not calcenlated 
to create the impression that he is actuated 
by unselfish patriotism. Nor has what the 
Americans have seen of the insurgents at 
Santiago inspired a belief in their capacity 
to mange the civil affairs of the island 
after the Spaniards have been driven out. 
Some of them have fought well, but.on the 


/whole they have been a disappointment, 


even from a military point of view. Tov 
many of them seem to want the Ameri- 
cans to do all the work, while they eat all 
the rations. | |

Imperialism will smash Monfoeism, it is 
said; and those who a year or two ago were 
foremost in declaring the Monroe doctrine 
to be worn out and any latter-day revival 
of it a wicked device of the jingoes, are now 
proclaiming it to be the ark of the covenant 
and the palladium) of our liberties, to lay 
sacrilegious hands upon which—by the an- 
nexation of more territory, for example— 
would surely be to plunge us straight into 
chaos and old night. For the Monroe doc- 
trine, they say, is|.reciprocal. It contains 
a warning and a pledge. It warns European 
powers to keep hands off the independent 
republics of this continent, and it pledges 
this country net to lay its hands upon any 
other lands. If we ourselves violate the lat- 
ter pledge we cannot expect other nations to 
respect the former warning. Wherefore, if 
we should annex eyes or take possession 
4 the Philippines we should—et cetera. Q. 


It is a pretty syllogism, but it doesn’t work 
because its major premise is out of joint. 
The Monroe doctrine made no such pledge. 


‘It made not the remotest reference, by im- 


plication or otherwise, to Hawaii, or the 
Philppines, or anything of the sort. It did 
pledge us not to interfere with the existing 
colonies or dependencies of any European 
power on this continent, and that pledge we 
have kept‘with scrupulous.fidelity, even to 
one of those colonies in- 
terfered with us in an intolerable manner.

There is no 
reason why they should be antagonistic or

Favorable Weather Conditions Abroad 


Private cables told of favorable weather 
conditions in the Danubian provinces 
and predicted a heavy production.

CURRENT NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Restoration of Rates Causes a Decrease 


in East-Bound Shipments 
of Freight. 


Export shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago and Cook County 
junction points last week reached the lowest 
mark known for several years. The ag- 
gregate for the fén competing rail lines was 
but 19,606 tons. This was a falling off as 
compared with the preceding week of over 
10,000 tons. For the corresponding period 
of last year the aggregate was 33,080 tons. 
The decrease was due mainly to an order 
which wae recently issued from the board 
of managers of the Joint Traffic association 
for a strict maintenance of regular rates. 
The order is not being generally obeyed, 
but some of the lines are trying tao as they 
have been instructed. The result has been a 
partial stiffening of rates and a reduction in 
the amount of traffic. Last week traffic was 
divided among the competing lines in the 
following percentages: Baltimore and Ohio, 
12.8; Big Four, 8.1; Erie, 11.4; Grand Trunk, 
5.8; Lake Shore, 6.9; Michigan Central, 9.2; 
Nickel Plate, 7.4; Pan-Handle, 9:4; Fort 
Wayne, 20.5; Wabash, 14. The traffic con- 
sisted of 3,992 tons of flour, 15,829 tons of 
grain, and 9,093 tons of provisions.

P. Green, alias Joseph P. Grenier, was joint- 

ly indicted with Edward A. Trask, the real 

estate swindler, on the charges of issuing 
fictitious paper and conducting a confidence 

game. Trask was charged with defrauding 
E. L. Negley, a jeweler on North Clark 

street, by means of a bogus draft purporting 
to be drawn by the firm on C. C. Best & Co. 

of New York. The latter firm had no ex-. 
istence and Green was charged with repre 

senting the Eastern end of the draft-draw- 
j ing outfit. Indictments were also returned 

‘against Trask and Green for defrauding 
John H. Norlander and Jacob Floersheim.

Green’s arrest was brought about throvgh — 


the trial of a foreclosure suit instituted a few 
months ago by Jacob Rosenberg, a Chi- 
cago capitalist, against one Donohue, who 
claimed that he had been swindled out of 
his property by Green and men who worked 
under his direction. The police regard the 
arrest as one of the most important made in 
years, and state they have evidence to show 
conclusively that Green has had at his dis- 
posal a gang of men on whom he could rely 
to furnish such testimony as he desired in 
the ltigation arising from his alleged ques- 
tionable real estate transactions. Other ar- 
rests, it is said, may follow, and the police 
say the case will develop many sensational 
features. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Pearson has di- - 
-pected the Investigations preliminary to 
Green’s arrest and says such a mass of evi- 
dence has been secured as to make the man’s 
conviction almost certain.
